As you can readily believe the unexpect- 
ed statements which the Obairman of the 
Hongkong and Whampoa.. Dock Oompany 
was compelled to make at the last meeting 
of the sharcholders have evoked anything 
but. pleasant comments among old. China 
ne here, empscially those who are 
holdeis of Dock shares, Tt certainly is 
extremely hard upon the latter that they 
ahould have to euffer not only from the bad:
